The Poor Fund is depleted to the point 
that the county cannot make its final 1986 
payment into a statewide fund intended to 
protect counties from catastrophically large 
medical bills.

TWIN FALLS - Cars will zip by the new 
Magic Valley .Mall at speeds of up to 55 miles 
per hour near the nortliern-mosl entrances, 
but no additional stoplights arc planned to 
'help control traffic when the facility opens 
this fall. 

A reduced speed limit and a stoplight at the 
turnoff to the Blue Lakes Grade, leading down 
Into the south side of the Snake River Canyon, 
were Tecommended In a private traffic 
engineering study prepared In I960. Then 
General Growth Development Corp. owned the

land, at the corner of Pole Line Road and Blue 
Lakes Boulevard, and planned to open a 
■regional mall in 1982. • 

The city of Twin Fails, the Twin Falls 
Highway District and the state Highway 
Department have all approved plans for mail 
entrances without the additional stop light or 

lowcrspecd limit. 

The project appears to be safe without 
them, says City Engineer Gary Young. 


However, if the current plan proves Inade- 
quate., the improvements could still be made, 
he says. 

There has been some discussion of lowering 
the speed limit to 35 miles per hour, says Dick 
Sorensen, assistant district engineer for the 
state Highway Department. And approved 
plans show an additional traffic light at the 
Blue Lakes Grade turnoff, at an unspecified 
future dale. 

The mall has two four-lane entrances 
already built from Us main parking lot onto 
Blue Lakes Boulevard. The southern entrance 
is across from the road to Canyon Springs Golf 
Course, often called the Blue Lakes Grade.

Chief Frank Fools Crow, a Sioux spiritual leader, 
asked a Senate committee to endorse legislation 
rcluring 1.3 million acres In the western Black Hills 
to the tribal councils now comprising the former 
Sioux Nation. 

The legislation is sponsored by Sen. Bill Bradley. 
D-N.J., known as "Tall Elk" to the Indians he 
befriended as a basketball tutor on the Pine Ridge 
Indian reservation. The &-fool-5 Bradley Is a former 
New York Knick professional basketball player.

BOISE (AP) — Several stale ofllclals say 
Jit’s a typical case oI-!fcdcral blackmail” lor 
the federal government to withhold Idalx> 
J^ghway money, because the stale won't go

ing age from 19 to 21.

"It's a classic case of federal blackmail," 
said Rep. Jolin Sessions, R-Drlggs, and 
chairman of the House Transportation 
Cbmmlttee. 

Sessions, who personally favors raising the 
drinking age, said Wednesday there’s con- 
siderable resentment among 'legislators at 
being ordered by the lederal government to 


do anything.

Only a vole in the Senate State Affairs 
Committee last session kept Idaho from 
raising the drinking age to 21. Rlsch said if 
the question gels to the Senate floor for a 
vole newt session.

Idaho Power placed on ‘credit watch’ 


BOISE (AP) — The nation’s two 
principal Investment rating ser- 
•vlces.-'Moody’s' and Standard & 
Poor’s, have placed Idaho Power Co. 
on a "credit watch” status after all 
but a fraction of the company’s re- 
quest for a rale Increase was re- 
jected. 

Idaho Power asked in its original 
filing In September for a record SW.2 
millfon, or 27A percent, rate hike. In 
May. It cut Uie request to $G6.2 
million, or2I.4'pcrccnt. 

The Idaho I^blic Utilities Com- 
mission on Friday granted only 
$980, (XX) of the request, an increase 
of one-third of I percent It will add 
just 9 cents to the, monthly bill of the 


average residential customer using 
I, (XX) kllowall-hours of electricity. 

Dewey Hammond, “Idaho- Power 
vice president and controller, said 
unless the rate increase decision is 
significantly revised on appeal to the 
PUC by the Aug. 1 deadline or a fur- 
ther appeal to the Idaho Supreme 
Court', the ratings for some of Idaho 
Power's stock and bond issues may 
be reduced, increasing the cost of 
operation and power to consumers. 

Mo(xly’s announced Tuesday that 
it was placing ratings for Idaho 
Power’s mortgage bonds, revenue 
bonds and preferred slock — key 
sources of long-term financing — 
under review for a possible 


downgrade. 

However, the company’s Prime 
One rating for commercial paper, a 
source of short-term borrowing to 
meet cash-flow needs, is not in 
jeopardy, it said. 

The company also raises capital 
through the sale of common stock on 
the New York exchange, which is not 
subject to rating by the services. 

Mood}’’s spokesman Mike Medd 
said the reviCw was in response to 
the PUC decision, particularly to a 
portion denying any return on Us in- 
vestment in the Valmy II coal-fired 
plant In northern Nevada. 

Standard & Poor’s took similar ac- 
tion Monday for the same reason.

Some Idahoans may react bitterly to the announc- 
ed decision by the National Highway Safety Ad- 
- ministration- to -Withhold some. $4.5. million . in-federal-_ 
highway funds because of Idaho’s failure to raise the 
drlnltingagetoZl. 

"Sue ’em” may be the kindest response. Nevada 
recently went to court over the 5^mile-per-hour 
issue, miy shouldn’t Idaho sue over the drinking age? 
After all, isn’t this a perfect “states’ rights” Issue? 

Well, yes, Idaho could sue. But we may well lose. 

And there will surely be some political mileage to 
be made on this subject, as there always Is In the 
friendly sport of fed-bashlng. Sen. Steve Symms, for 
example, wasted no time In blasting the decision, 
blaming it on an “eastern liberal coalition of Con-_ 
gress.”

Hospital 
drug sales 
criticized 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Hospitals 
make big profits off a shadowy drug 
diversion market by purchasing 
prescription medicines at bulk dis- 
count and selling excess slocks to 
wholesalers, slate investigators told 
Congress on Wednesday. 

The practice, by some clinics, 
hp^ltals and nursing homes, vio- 
lates their sales contracts, Gebi^a 
investigator C. Richard Allen told 
the House Energy and Commerce 
oversight and investigations sub- 
committee. 

Allen, who is helping an Atlanta- 
based federal Investigation, said" 34 
California hospitals and four clinics 
had made between $5, (XX) and J40,(K)0 
a month selling drugs to oneJarge '• 
wholesaler. 

The company, _ Marchar 
Laboratories Ltd., of Brea, Calif, 
was recently fined $480,000 after 
"plcadlng’gullty to mairiraud ln con-' 
nectlon with the federal Investiga- 
tion ofjts extensive, dealings on the . 
diverted dhjg market. Company of- 
ficials agreed to cooperate with the 
Atlanta Investigation. 

“From the ho^itals named by 
Marchar ... it is estimated between 
$3.5 million and $5 mlillon was pur- 
chase by Marchar between 1983 and 
1936rMarchar‘cstlmatCs-lt-did-over 
59 million in sales over two years, 
making a 10 percent profit,” Allen 
said. ' 

"Is it possible the diversion Is go- 
ing on l^ind dosed doors, without 
administrators of pharmacists 
knowing about this?” asked Rep. 
Dennis Eckart, D4Dhlo. 

"Very doubtful,” Allen said, ad- 
ding that administrators, pharmacy 
directors or other hospital offldals 
are sometimes paid off by companies 
that deal in diverted drugs. 

Ohio Investigators testified that 
they first heard about the drug 
diversion market in 1982 uhen they 
-received-a-variety-of-eomplalnts- 
from consumers and hospital phar- 
maclsls, who had been contacted by 
companies seeking to buy excess 
stocks.

through the primaries, if nec- 
ccssary. 

"Mr. lacocca has showTi himself to 
be a man of actions and results more 
than words," said Richard Fitz- 
patrick, a Michigan slate repre- 
sentative and 1984 Gary Hart dele- 
gate who heads the draft commit- 
tee.

In real 
primaries In real large numbers” to 
persuade him to run. 

/\nothcr obstacle Is that lacocca, 
having never held or sought public 
office, has expressed his views on 
relatively few issues. It’s not even 
clear that he's a Democrat, 
although he has said in his best-sell- 
ing book, "lacocca; An 
Autobiography,” that he feels more 
at home with the Democratic party. 

But, said Greg Schneiders, a 
political pollster and former aide in 
the Carter While House, "Mr. lacoc- 
ca has spoken out on enough things 
to indicate clearly he Is well within 
the mainstream of American poll- 
■tics," 

"He clearly is not a partisan Dem- 
ocrat. ... He says that parly mat- 
ters a tot less than solving problems 
and developing an agenda for the 
future of the country, and I think 
that’s a major part of his appeal."

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Reagan warns Pakistan on nuclear weapons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Reagan, while praising Pakistan’s 
stand against the Soviet Union’s 
"brutal aggression” in neighboring 
Afghanistan, warned anew on Wed- 
nesday that U.S. military and 
economic aid will end if Pakistan 
builds nuclear weapons. 

Reagan, welcoming Prime 
Minister Mohamrnad Khan Junejo to 
the White House, commended him 
for his nation's economic gains and 
the peacclul transition from martial 
law that was imposed in the late 
1370s, 

The president pointed out that 
these advances had been made 
despite the continuing strife along 
the border with Soviet-dominated 
Afghanistan and the flood of 3 
million Afghan war refugees, which 
has severely strained the resources 
of the developing nation of 84 
million. 


■-ihrougn Jt all the courageous 
people of Pakistan and their gov- 
ernment have remained stalwart in 
their opposition to the Soviet 
Union’s brutal aggression. America 
deeply admires Pakistan’s stead- 
fastness and bravery in this noble 
stand,” Reagan said. 

“The United States will continue 
to help where we can, economically 
and in the modernization of your 
armed forces,” the president added, 
As a sign of its support, the 
Reagan administration has proposed 
a J4.02 billion economic and military 
aid package for the she years beginn- 
ing Oct. 1, 1987, when the current S3 
billion program expires. 

The Southwest Aslan nation has 
been a key U.S. ally since the 1979 
Soviet incursion into Afghanistan 
and the establishment there of a 
pro-Soviet government. Nearly all 
U.S. covert assistance to the guer- 


rillas battling the Soviet army flows 
through Pakistan. 

Junejo, whose government took of- 
fice In December under a new coo- 
stltullon. has been mana^ng the na- 
tion's evolution from military to 
parliamentary rule. Administration 
officials have said his week-long 
visit, which includes meetings with 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
and Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger — is 'to demonstrate 
U.S. support for the move toward 
democracy. 

In their hour-long private discus- 
sions, the president and Junejo also 
engaged in "a very serious, substan- 
tive exhange" on the Issue of nuclear 
weapons development, said a senior 
adminlstratlonofflcial. 

The issue has been a touchy one In 
U.S.-Paklstan relations. Ihc ad- 
ministration has been required by 
Congress to certify annually that 


Pakldan docs not possess an atomic 
bomb. 

“We made dear the ' need for 
restraint In this area and that our 
relaUtm^lp presupposes such 
restraiiU,” said the official, who 
^ke on condition he not be Idcn- 
Uflcd. 

The official said the administra- 
tion "underscored the continuing 
serious U.S. concern with un- 
safeguarded nudear faculties in 
Pakistan.” Pakistan has refused to 
take part In an Inspection program 
by the Inlcmallonal Atomic Energy 
Agency. 

“There is good reason to bdieve 
that the government of Pakistan 
understands that their relationship 
with us depends upon restraint aixl 
that our assistance programs have 
served as a significant brake on 
their nuclear program,” the official 
said. 


Policy reversal on grain exports 


Asked whether the prime minister 
had offered Reagan any new assess- 
ment of the state of Pakistan’s nu- 
clear program, the official replied 
that Pakistan “has both publically 
and privately assured us they have 
neither the intention nor the capa- 
bility to develop nuclear ex- 
plosives.” 

“They understand that building a 
nuclear device would have enormous 
implications for their relationship- 
with the United States ... They 
understand the very serious view we 
have of unsafeguarded nuclear pro- 
grams and that the relationship, the 
assistance relationship ... would be 
terminated.” the official said. 

Since neighboring India tested an 
atomic bomb in 1974, Pakistan has 
been reported to be Increasing Its 
ability to process weapons-grade nu- 
clear fuel. According to Leonard S. 
Spcctor. a nulcar proliferation ex- 
pert at the Carnegie Endowment for 


t’cacc, recent evidence shows that 
Pakistan is very close to nudear ca- 
pabilities. 

The Washington Post quoted In- 
telligence sources Tuesday as saying 
Pakistan is nearly capable of 
building an atomic bomb and could . 
even be in a position to assemble 
components to make a nudear 
device on short notice. 

But the oflicial Insisted that 
following Wednesday’s sessions, the 
administration has" no reason to 
change its belief that the Pakistanis 
do not have an atomic bomb and : 
could not assemble one with little . 
notice.

U,S. may offer Soviets subsidies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Reagan ad- 
ministration appears willing to offer grain ex- 
port subsidies to the Soviet Union to bolster 
sagging farm sales overseas and to boost 
chances of a Reagan-Gorbachev summit, 
Senate Majority-Leader Bob Dole said Wednes-

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Study estimates 
earthquake costs 


•. SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - If Utah 
<»xpericnced a larce earthquake, 
replacement costs lor stale-owned 
buildings would soar to $188 million 
and 3 percent of the structures’ In- 
habitants would die, researchers 
estimate. 

“Four percent would be severely 
Inji/red," said Craig Taylor of Na- 
tional Technical Systems, “and 10 
percent would be moderately ir>- 
jured." 

Most of those structures arc In 
Salt Lake County. Buildings on the 
University of Utah campus and the 
Stale Capitol would account for the 
bulk of that cost, Taylor said. Scien- 
tists estimate overall damage from 
a major quake at $1.7 billion. 

Taylor’s study, presented Tuesday 
at a week-long conference on poten- 
tial earthquakes along the Wasatch 
Front, ' focased on statcowned 
buildings, and estimates of costs 
likely to be incurred from such 
temblors,- — 

The ftudy of Salt Lake and Davis . 
countlts also concluded there would 
be no| immediate water delivery 
followlhg the quake, Taylor said. 

"Break rates would vaty from .5 
breaks! per mile to two breaks per 
mile'’ in water pipes, he said. 

’ The 2,800 miles of natural gas pip- 
ing In ithose counties is more resis- 
tant to strong ground shaking than 
water pipes, Taylor said;- but would 
be subject to damage by faulting, li- 
quefaction and landslides. 

Liquefaction — or Iranformalion 
of unconsolidated materials into a 
liquid mass — is a problem in Salt 
Lake County because of the clay, silt 
and sand soils that once were the 
bed of the Great Salt Lake. 

“In the biggest quakes there is no 
immediate rcllablility '(of natural 
-gas-service) because of the extent oL 
ground failure," Taylor said, 
although Mountain Fuel has made 
an effort to anticipate problems 
from earthquakes. 

Ogden,- Provo, and Salt Lake' City 


will suffer about the same amount of 
damage if a large quake occurs, said 
Geomatrix consultant Maurice 
Power. 

“The potential in this area for 
levels of shaking that could cause 
major damage and even building col- 
lapse is a definite posslblity," Power 
said. 

Some of the structural damage 
would be greater because of the soft 
soil. Power said, and high-rise 
buildings would be especially vulner- 
able. 

The Earthquake Hazards program 
in Utah is aimed at combining scien- 
tific and technical information for 
public planners, Power said. 

Mapping of the fault and valley 
areas that would suffer from a large 
earthquake is one of the best ways 
to get scientific information out to 
the public, he sold. 

However, putting that information 
to work Is not progressing fast 
• enough- for. somc-of. thc.scicntlsts at 
the conference. 

“What we're designing now in new 
buildings in no way comes up to ap- 
propriate standards,” said Larry 
ReavcJey of Rcavelcy Engineers and 
Associates. "We’re In trouble, 
period.” 

Ihe prediction of ihejntensi^ of 
ground-shaking during an earth- 
quake is too low for what has been 
learned about the fault, said Les- 
Youd, assodcate professor of dvU 
engineering at Brigham Young Uni- 
versity. 

"Building codes are set .at a 
minimum expected level of shaking. 
Reavelcy said, and builders seldom 
gobeyond that limit. 

“Builders don’t want to spend 
money beyond the minimum,” Youd 
said,* and added that buidlng codes 
sbould_bc,.m.ad^more stringent to 
Include the most recent data. 

The softer soils in the valley arc of 
most concern, the scientists said, 
since they are subject to more 
ground failure than the benches.-

In 1983, authorities announced plans to 
adorn Moscow with a war memorial that 
would rival the monumental statues lower- 
lng_ovcr_Kiev, Volgograd, (formerly ^;aI-_ 
Ingrad) and other farnous battlesltes. 

Plans for the Moscow memorial included 
a park, a giant frieze, several- statues,--a 
huge museum and a 271-foot i^tcrplece 
lopped by'brawny sculptures in -the heroic 
Soviet style. 

Authorities began collecting money, 
despite private grumbles from some 
Muscovites that funds for an outlandish 


monument would be belter ^)ent solving 
the housing shortage. 

Rubles from Moscow Subbotniks — two 
Saturdays a year when Soviets arc suppos- 
ed to donate their labor to the state — 
went to the memorial fund, as did proceeds 
from concerts and other cultural events. 

The fund reportedly totals $273 mPlion. 
RSiable sources said about $32 million' have 
already been ^lent flattening, "excavating 
and building oh a formerly wooded hill west 
of Moscow’s center. 

Now, the excavations have summed as ixv 
tellccluals and others protestM vocifer- 
ously against the monunaent. 

Poet Andrei. Voznesensky sounded the 
alarm at a national writers' congress last 


month, ^>eaklng about the public Indif- 
ference to many stale undertakings and 
the difficulty of questioning official deci- 
sions. 

Voznesensky contrasted the building of 
today's memorial with the construction of 
a 19th-century cathedral marking Russia's 
triumph over Napoleon. 

“This thing costs lo^ of millions of ru- 
bles,” he said. “When the cathedral of 
Chrik the Savior was built In honor of tbe 
victory over Napoleon, the whole popula- 
tion took part in its construction. 

“We are unbelievably indifferent. We 
have worked Subbotniks, but it’s all the 
same to us — what they're going to build — 
os if Moscow was not ours.” 


Readers letters published In Soviet 
CTulture also complained about other ^gan- 
tic projects of the past And in line with In- 
creasing concern about preserving history, 
tbe letters attacked locating the memorial 
on tbe now-flattened Poklonnaya Gora or 
Kneeling Hill, where travelers traditionally 
knelt to pray for safe Journeys.

Burley one of 5 ‘test sites’ for new prison

- BURLEY - Burley Is 6ne of five “test 
sites" being examined as a location for the 
state's new maximum security prison, Idaho 
Department of Corrections Director A1 
Murphy said Wednesday. ... 

Murphy declined to name the other four 
test sites, but said Department of Correc- 
tions' officials who - had— visited - Burley- 
previously "thought that Burley would be a 
good site.” 

Although none of the 2S potential locations 
in the state has been eliminated, Murphy 
said the department has analyzed criteria 
andcomeupwilhfive‘‘teslsltes." • 

These are locations where officials “guess 


they (the prison) could go," said Murphy, 
who was In Burley to addi^ a Joint meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Burley Area 
Development Commission and other local 
service clubs. 

Murphy said he expects state officials to 
reach a final decision on the location aiKl 
make an announcement the end of August or 
in the first week of September. 

Although all prisonlocatlons are still being 
considered, Murphy expressed reservations 
about expanding at the present Boise site of 
the stale penitentiary. 

“I personally don’t want to build on the ex- 
isting site," Murphy said. However, the 
Boise site also will be analyzed, he added. 

Mayor Ken Fronk led Murphy and Mur- 
phy’s daughter Leah, Sen. Denton Darr- 


ington, R-Dedo, Burley Councilman Wendell 
McMurray and Mr. and Mrs. Dennis Curtis 
on a lour of the preposod Burley prison site 
prior to the luncheon meeting which was 
opcntothepubllc. 

It was the first time the director had 
visited the site, which is adjacent to a new 
truck route to be 'constructed between 
Overland Avenue and Wcst_Maln_Strect In. 
NorUfBurley. 

The land is privately owned and is used for 
farming. Murphy called the location "a good 
one.” 

The area meets or exceeds water and 
sewage requirements, city off Icialssay. 

Murphy said community support for the 
prison is "absolutely critical." 

“We don’t want to lx: put in the position of 


going into a community where The support is 
notwlthus,’’hcsald. 

In his address to over 200 local residents, 
Murphy affirmed that a maximum security 
prison is a clean industry that could have 
beneficial econpndc benefits to the com- 
munity. 

“Our intention Is to build something that 
wlll.hold prisoneraJn,';_be_sald^ There would 
be a $7-8 million annual payroirUiat could 
generate S25-X million within the communi- 
ty that houses the prison. Murphy said. 

He criticized lenient sentencing laws in 
Idaho and claimed that Idaho Is “one of the 
most liberal sentencing states in to. coun- 
try." A person sentenced for life m Idaho 
would sen-e less lime than a convict given a 
lO-vear sentence in Massachusetts, accor- 


ding to the director, a former- 
Massachusetts prison warden. 

Murphy said the state currently has 1,420 
prisoners in a 1,000-bed prison system. Idaho 
has no maximum security or closed custody ' 
cells, be added. 

The addition of a 500-bed maximum securi- - 
ly prison to the ^tem would help alleviate 
overcrowding. The inlrastructure of the- 
proposed prison is designed for expansion, hcii 
added. It could continue to handle an in-' 
creasing prison population that has doubled 
every five years and Is not expected to level 
off until it Teaches the year 2200, Murphy 
said. 

Fronk called Murphy’s visit a good one-.:. 
"At first he was very noncommittal, but he 
did eventually make some very positive 
comments,” the mayor said.

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Prosecutor says Bias got fa tal drug from friend

UPPER MARLBORO, Md. - A 
longtime" friend of-Unlversily..of 
Maryland basketball All-American 
Len Bias "Is probably the person” 
who provided Che cocaine (hat Bias 
used before his death, a Prince 
George’s County prosecutor said 
Wednesday night. 

Prince George’s County Stale's 
Attorney Arthur A. Marshall Jr. said 
Wednesday that Investigators have 
been told that Maryland coaches 
were aware of drug use by some 
athletes; that athletes at the school 
may have switched urine samples jo 
avoid being detected as drug usehs 
and that allegations of possible 
point-shaving has come before the 
grand jury hearing the case. 

Investigators all along have 
wanted to talk to Brian Lee Tribble, 
a former Maryland student believed 
to be present In the dormitory rc^m 
when Bias collapsed June 19, atwut 
•the events surrounding Bias’? co- 
caine-induced death. • 

•i think It would be safe to' say 
we're staring at him (Tribble) very 
carefully," Prince George’s County 
Stale's Attorney Arthur.'A. Marshall 
Jr. said. "I think among the people 
at the moment we believe were in 
the room, he's probably the person 
who brought the drugs in."

"He's the only person who has not 
been subpoenaed," Cahill said. "But 
I've never seen or read anything 
about why" the Investigation' is 
focusingon Tribble. 

University of Maryland basketball 
coach Ij,elly Dricscll mid Bias’ rccpch 
at Northwestern'' ‘High • ^hool. 
Robert Wagner, are being asked to 
waive their right to Immunity from 
prosecution that normally is 
automatically granted to witnesses 
called to testify before a grand jury. 
Marshall told The Baltimore Sun. 

Marshall said that his office has 
asked the two coaches, who; were 
subpoenaed earlier in the week, to 
sign forms waiving their right to 
immunity from prosecution for any 
Illegal acts that (hey might tell (he 
grand Jury about. 

Both coaches may have advised 
Maryland basketball players with 
Bias In his final hours not to 
cooperate with police and may have 
told them to clean up evidence in the 
dormitory room. Marshall said. 

The prosecutor also said he hadn't 
yet decided whether to call them to 


testify, but would make up his mind 
after hearing other witnesses’ grand* 
Jury testimony. 

Marshall also told the Sun (hat the 
grand Jury no longer is focusing on a 
-P0ssiblc_manslaugh( cr c harge for_ 
the supplier of*lhc drug that killed 
Bias, but Instead Is looking at possi- 
ble charges for possession or 
distribution of drugs. He said Ihc 
change stems from his belief that 
the person who supplied the drug 
didn't have a willful Intent to kill 
Bias. 

According to .Maryland Slate Med- 
ical Examiner Dr. J(An E. Smialck, 
Bias died of cocaine intoxication. An 
autopsy Indicates that be Ingested 
cocaine ol very high purity and may 
have free-based the cocaine, accor- 
ding to the assistant medical exam- 
iner who performed the autopsy. Dr. 
DennisSmylh. 

Free-basing is a way of smoking 
concentrated vapors of the drug for 
a more powerful high. 

Marshall said Investigators have 
been (old that Maryland coaches 
were aware of drug use by some 
athletes. 

"We have been advised that at 
least o;ie or more of llic coaches 
were aware or at least had reported 
to Prince George’s C<mnty (in- 
vestigators) that one or more of the 
players had used drugs,’’ Marshall 
said. 

Me said the information came up 


in the course of "talking to students, 
athletes and academic advisors" 
since Bias’ death. 

The Investigation so far also has 
revealed that athletes may have 
switched urine samples In random 
druglcMing. 

Investigators know of "one 
specific instance In which U has been 
reported that one student has 
basically admitted to using his 
(urine) sample (or others," Marshal) 
said. But Ihc student Is "not direct- 
ly connected to Bias," he said. 

Asked how m%'csUga(ors bciicvcd 
Ihc samples were switched, he said, 
"I can not comment on that (the 
process.)’’ 

Marshall said the Investigation 
has taken new directions based on 
new Information gathered, including 
allegations of point-shaving by team 
members during out-of-state games. 
Point-shaving' is a team trying to 
win a game but by less than the 
number of points they, were favored 
by in the belting line. 

“Among some of the other rumors, 
(wc have) specific allegations in- 
volving the (act that at least one 
person. Brian Tribble, may have 
traveled with the team or at least 
been at the scene of a couple of the 
oul-of-statc games, and as a result 
of (hat there have been some state- 
ments made that maybe polnl-shav- 
inc was involved," Marshall said.

In the sport of polo, there’s more 
than just hilling the ball.

MOSCOW — American boxer 
Harvey. Richards, disqualified from 
the &)odwlll Games by a Soviet 
referee, said Wednesday that he had 
lost his motivation to fight. 

“The action has caused a lot of 
mental anguish and pressure," said 
. Richards, a light heavyv>elghl from 
Springfield, 111., who will be 23 next 
Tticsday. "Even if I do get the 
chance to box, I don’t really have 
any feeling of motivation now. 

“It’s taken away anything to fight 
for." 

Richards’ disqualification, by 
referee Yuri Frolov, came at 2:09 of 
the second round of his quarterfinal 
bout Tuesday, after he hit Nils 
Hausgaard Madsen of Denmark with 
a low blow. 

Immediately after the verdict, the 
American team filed a five-part pro- 
test to the International Amateur 
Boxing Association, claiming that 
Frolov should not have slopped the 
bout. 

'The lABA said It would announce 
Its decision 'Thursday, one hour bo- 
-fore-the-slart-of-tlie-complotion of- 



the semi final bouts. 

"He’s got to be ready to box 
tomorrow, not knowing whether he’s 
going to box or not," U.S.-coach 
Roosevelt Sanders said of Richards. 

Richards went through his regular 
training routine Wednesday. 

"His attitude was good,” Sanders 
said, "We told him to keep his hopes 
up, to be prepared for a decision 
either way." 

~ Wliile- the boxing-controversy-con— 


tinued to be the center of attention, 
six gold medals were decided Wed- 
nesday, four in tennis and two In 
judo. 

The only American gold medalist 
. was Caroline Kuhlman, a University 
of Southern California junior, who 
beat Beverly Bowes, a University of 
Texas senior, W, 7-5, for the 
women’s singles tennis title. 

The Soviet Union, which has 

dominated the medals since the 
beginning of the games, collected 
five golds for a total of 71 and IGO 
medals overall. The United States’ 
gold in tennis boosted its gold total 
to 35 and 105 medals overall. 

American team officials acknowl- 
edged there was little chance of the 
ruling against Richards being over- 
turned. 

"Given that it’s rarely happened, 
and not in my lifetime, I’m just hop- 
ing .. . hoping that things go right," 
Sanders said. "We’ve still got our 
hopes up, but we realize that things 
can go tte other way." 

Omar Greene, a manager of the 
U.S, team, said the protest staled In 
part that "the rules were not ap- 
plied properly . . . That both boxers 
were-ready-to -continue fighting . . ; 


That no one was Incapacitated . . . 
And that the foul was not deliberate 
or Intentional.” 

. Greene said that when the referee 
halted the bout: "We thought he 
was going to give him (Madsen) a 
rest period and let them continue.” 

"1 think he got confused,". Greene 
said. "Usually, when there’s a dis- 
qualification, it’s because of a delib- 
erate blow. 

"The referee didn’t soy It was de- 
liberate, he said It was accidental. 
But he also said it was a harmful 
foul. 

"But usually on a harmful foul, the 
boxer is writhing in pain. ,'Thls was 
not the case. 

"BotJi boxers were ready to con- 
tinue. 

"I guess he felt he should have dis- 
qualified him and that's what he 
did,” 

Greene, one of the three judges for 
the bout, said he had Richards ahead 
when the bout was stopped. 

"I was very upset and dismayed at 
the premature stopping of the bout 
by the referee," Sanders said. "It 
was something that never should 
have happened at this level of com- 
petition:

Nehemiah quits pro football, 
gets amateur eligibilify back 


. ATHENS, Greece (AP) - Renaldo 
Nehemiah, the American hurdler 
who lost his amateur status when he 
signed as a wide receiver with the 
San Francisco 49ers. was reinstated 
Wednesday by the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation. 

The IMF's decision came after 
Nehemiah pledged to give up profes- 
sional football. Nehemiah, the world 
record holder In the lio-meler hur- 
dles, lost his amateur status in 1982 
when he signed with the NPX team.

Nehemiah’s agent. Ron Stanko, 
said Nehemiah was thrilled with the 
timing of the IMF's decision. 

"Considering what has been hap- 
pening in pro football these days, it 
couldn't have come at a better 
lime,” Stanko said, referring among 
other things to the trouble that NFL 
teams have had in signing new 
players. Of the 26 first-round draft 
choices, only two have signed so far.

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Somewhere in the big muddy, there's one heckuva big fish 


I sought the unusual os the big canoe slid 
up the creek’s quiet, muddy water as dusk 
deepened. 

A Wack^rowned night heron flushed and 
flapped heavily away as I passed the 
shallows where he'd been hunting frogs and 
minnows. Minutes later, I paddl^ bc^th 
an overhanging tree, shaking It a little when 
the canoe struck a branch. 

Immediately, a covey of quail fell out of 
the tree, fluttered around my head for an In- 
_ stant then powered themselves away to a 
safer roost. 

My project was a crazy one. Take a mud- 
dy, Stillwater stream — actually the 
backwater of Pioneer Reservoir near Bliss. 
Add the difficulties of fishing at night with 
flies to an extremely small population of 
game fish. Do It just to see what happens. 

1 Intended to find out If the feeding activi- 
ty I’d noticed earlier this week was what ft 
appeared to be. 

What I’d seen were concentric feeding 
rings In the shallows. Occasionally, there 
had been a loud slurp and sometimes a heavy 
flopping splash as though a fish had swum up 
from the water into the air then fallen back 
to the surface, still swimming as he struck.

I’m pretty sure that the jumpers were 
carp exulting over having reduced the 
.stream to endless mud through their - 
ceaseless rooting through the soft bottom 
vegetation. But the surface feeding activity 
and the slurping had me puzzled. 

IVhat fish would fccdso IrouUlke, so 
..has-sllke in this warm-water slum so reduced 
through fishery neglect? 

Years ago. this section of Clover Creek 
was one of Gooding County’s best warm- 
water fisheries. 

People came from all over, lined the bank 
and fished for the thriving populationsof 
ba.ss. bluegill. yellow perch and bullheads 
that lived here. 

But the creek is connected to an Irrigation 
system. That means that there’s a ready 
supply of young carp to populate the creek 
and reservoir if It should be managed proper- 


ly again. 

Since the stream was lost poisoned out 
and restocked, a huge population of carp has 
established Itself. 

Now carp arc lovely big fish from a natu- 
ralist’s point of view. 

From the viewpoint of a European fisher- 
man, the stream Isadream cometnie— 
millions and millions of three to five-pound 
carp and all free for the taking. — . 

But from the viewpoint of the fly fisher- 
man who lives above the creek, the carp 
would make good bog food or fertilizer. 

They’d feed the hungry people of the 
Magic Valley for a week or they’d be worth a 
small fortune In any fish market In Europe. 

But to the man wUli a 2’/i<-ounce rod In his 
hand, a muddler minrx)w on his leader and _ 
trout in his heart, Ihe carp arc less welcome . 
than whores at a tea party. They represent 
society's failure to maintain a quality , 

stream that once contained salmon and 
steelhead that weighed 30 pounds, attacked 
like tigers and died like unwanted vermin 
when dams were built on the Snake River. 

And as I paddled slowly upstream and 
watched for the telltale ripples of feeding 
game fish, I realized that something big was 


feeding nearby. 

Once or twice the water boiled when some 
hapless creature vanished into the maw of a 
finny predator — and from lime to time I 
could sec feeding rings where smaller fish 
weredelicatclytaking insects from just 

below the surface. 

I let the canoe drift and readied my fly rod 
as half a moon rose over Cover Creek. 

Thcline'w’as tangled around some of the — 
gear in the boat, and I flipped tlie flyover- 
board and allowed it tosink while I 
straightened the mess out . 

And when I raised the rod lip to cast, 
there wasa fish on. 

Somehow, something had found the fly in 
the muddy water and engulfed it Just as 1 
picked the line up to cast. 

1 played the fi^ and released ancight-inch 
bullhead catfLsh. 

1 realized my mbstake just after the 
bullhead swam away. 

What’s the record for fly-rod bullheads? 

1 realized there probably isn’t one at pres- 
ent. I’djust released a world’s record fish, 

I^tcr. 1 cast Uie muddler Into feeding fi-sh 
in the moonlight while mosquitoes 
tormcntc<l me. Several casts into n rocky. 


.shallow area went unfulflUed. and then there 
was a ver>’ hard strike and a fish I couldn’t . 

handleon'fly tackle. 

I don’t know what be was-but he was 
heavy and fought hard. 

Hie one run he gave me was hot and fast. I 
knew I w;is in trouble if 1 tried to fight him 
on the light rod, but he ran toward me faster 
than I could pick up the slack and threw the 
fiv.- - 

’Somew here in Clover Creek there is one 
fish worth fighting and releasing. Perhaps it 
is one of the de.spisod carp, or maybe it is a 
huge channel cat like those 15-poundcrs I 
saw stranded last summer when part of the 
low er reservoir dried up. 

I prefer to think he is a largemoulh bass . 
grown huge and old through the neglect of 
ftsJiermen to seek the last remaining game 
fLsh in a trashcd-oul reservoir. 

I’m glad he’s there— and I hope to meet 
himagaln willi Uie leader and fly line be- 
tween us. 

I have an advantage now - 1 know where 
he lives.

N. Idaho sportsmen protest 
IDFG elk irianagment plans 


COEUR D’ALENE (AP) - A 
group of Moscow-arca sportsmen is 
upset with Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game mana^ment plans 
they contend will virtually eliminate 
elk herds in two northern Idaho hun- 
tingunits. 

But Fish and Game Commissioner 
Keith Stonebraker of Lewiston said 
the Latah Wildlife Club's complaints 
had already been addressed, and 
called Ihclr charges "repetitious,” 

Moscow lawyer Gark Myers read 
what he said was an intentionally 
confrontational statement from the 
■ dub at la.st week’s Idaho Fish and 
Game Commission meeting in Cocur 
d’Alene. 

"If 90!i elk were killed in the units 
In . 198.5, and the department 
estimates the lofal herd at 1,40U to 
2,(X)0.' docs' the department intend to 
eliminate Ihc elk herd?" Myers ask- 
ed, 

He questioned the commission’s 
decision to authorize foO s;>cclal elk 
permits in additional to the regular 
bulls-only hunting season in the 
unifs, and charged that the depart- 
mcnl ignored a recommendation 
from a Moscow-based con.scrvntion 
officer that only permits be 
issued. 


Myers said Stonebraker also ap- 
pears lo rubber-stamp whatever elk 
hunting rcgulatioas t/x? department 
proposes. 

But Stonebraker said U»e same 
questions were answered at a Latah 
Wildlife Club meeting with depart- 
ment representatives .several mon- 
ths ago,

The council approved construction 
of the hatchery in early 1983 lo help 
reverse Uike Pend Oreille’s declin- 
ing population of kokance, a land- 
locked species of sockeye salmon.

• Continue d from Pago El 
Ri th'dTIrst phase oi ihc program,- 
the fish would be taken to the Col- 
lege of Southern Idaho at INvin Falls, 
where biologists would use hormone 
ireatmcnls to get them ready lo 
spawn. An operation would' provide 
the fertilized eggs, and the adult 
sturgeon would be released back into 

* the wild 

The growers would be provided 
with tiny young sturgeon, which 
would be released Into the wild once 
they grow lo about four inches long 
to lest whether they can survive and 
grow. 

The first phase probably would 
lake three to five years, says Robert 
Busch, research director for Clear 
Springs Trout Co. at Buhl . 

If it is determined the young can 
succeed In the wild, the plan would 
change. 

In the second phase, adult fish 
would still be caught, spawned and 
released^ and young fish reared in_ 
private ^hatcheries, "hut" then ihe" 
growers would release only a set 
number of young sturgeon. 

• Busch said the second phase would 
be similar to a program currently in 
place In California, which fish farm- 
ers are required to release the first 
'500 sturgeon Into the wild but can 
keep the rest to raise for 
themselves. 

Idaho fish farmers are inlca-sled 
in the sturgeon plan for a number of 

reasons Jlusch ^d. 

First, it would be profitable. Fish 
farmers could sell the fish for meal 
-- or for their eggs, which are used in 
making caviar, or as aquarium fish, 
hesaid. 

Second, he said, the program 
would help rebuild the now-srnall 
sturgeon population in Idaho's 
waters.

For a great many Americans, the most durable 
Image of Caroline and John Kennedy will always 
be that of two innocent youngsters left father- 
less by anassassln's bullet 23 years ago. 

The picture of President Kennedy's two 
children is a freeze-frame In the mental newsreel 
of those anguished days. They were there as the 
"coffin passed. Caroline, almost 6. grasped her 
veiled mother’s hand; “JoluKlohn," on his third 
birthday, gave that memorable salute. 

The drama of President Kennedy’s slaying and 
the aftermath of Nov. 22. 1963, still loom large 
for those 168 million Americans — 70 percent of 
the nation’s population today — who saw those 
days unfold on television screens. Caroline’s 
wedding this Saturday, therefore, comes as a 
rite of passage not only for her but for millions 
who see the occasion against a larger backdrop, 
the passing of two decades. For them, It Is cause 
to recai) President Kennedy himself. 

”lt’B hard to Ihlnk of John Kennedy as a Ja- 
thcr-ln-iaw," said Herbert S, Parmcl, 
distinguished professor of history at the City 
Unlvers]^ of Now York and author of ‘‘JFK: The 


Presidency of John F. Kennedy” (Doubleday, 
1983). "The image of his youth Is so impressed In 
our nil nd.’’ 

In Parmet’s view, ’ Caroline’s wedding 
underscores the realization that her father would 
be 69 years old If he were alive today. 

Th^’s no way that President Kennedy's 
chlldrcn could have skirted the cdebrily accord- 
ed them by birth. They were kids who played 
hide-and-seek In the Oval Office; celebrity was 
thrust on them with a heavier weight than on 
any of the 30 grandchildren of Joseph and Rose 
Kennedy of Boston. 

Sure, the Kennedy gloss accounted for the 
throngs who turned out for the wedding of cousin- 
Maria Shriver to actor Arnold Schwarzennegger 
on Cape Cod in April. 

From all .predictions, however, that festive 
combination of Kennedy and Hollywood styles 
was a mere warmup -for this Saturday, when 
Caroline, now 28, weds Edwin A seWossberg. 41.

The public has a short memory. Ip 
1972, ^ Watergate burglars were 
caught trying to place a transmitter 
in the Idephone of the political op- 
position. Had cordless telephones 
available at that lime, lh«^ 
could have merely presented their 
target with one as a "gift," and 
listened to their heart’s content.
